VERDUN IN FLAMES 
OFFICIAL GFRMAN 
REPORT DECLARES 


French Statemenc Makes No 


Mention of This—tTells of 
Quiet Night. 


BERLIN, via London, March °5.—Ver- 
dun is in flames, according to today’s 
official statement by the German Army 
Headquarters. 

The official statement says: 

“In the Meuse district artillery duels 
were especially Jively and in the course 
of these engagements Verdun was set 
on fire. 

“Eastern theater: West of Jacobstadt, 
the Russians again opened an attack 
after having brought forward fresh Si- 
berian troops and after strong artillery 
preparation had been made. The at- 
tack broke down with heavy losses to 
the Russians. Minor enemy advances 
southwest of Jacobstadt and southwest 
of Dvinsk were easily repulsed. All the 
enemy's efforts even those repeated 
_ during the night against our front orth 
of Vidzy, were completely unsuccessful. 
“Balkan theater: During a renewed 
aeroplane attack one enemy machine 
was brought down, after an aerial bat- 
tle between the enemy lines and our po- 
sitions. lt was there destroyed by ar- 
tillery.”’

Most of the passengers are believed 
to have been continentals. There were 
-70 women and children on the ves- 
sel. 

The explosion occurred at about 3 
Pp. m., when the Sussex was one and 
one-half hours out of Folkstone. The 
wireless apparatus was destroyed and 
no help arrived until nearly mid- 
night. The «perator tried to reopen the 
wireless, but could not, as the mast had 
been carried away. Had it not been for 
the water-tight compartments the Sus- 
sex would have sunk. 

The Sussex carried 12 lifeboats and 
several rafts. The lifeboats were low- 
ered quickly after the explosion. 
Good discipline was maintained, al- 
though there was some scrambling 
for the boats.

YERS MAKE 6 
CHARGES 10 HAVE 
SELLECK DISBARRED 


Attorney Was Recently Con- 
victed of Fraud and Sen- 
tenced to Two Years. 


HAD TROUBLE WITH WIFE, 


Accusations to Bar Association 
Include Those Made by 
Clients in Several Cases. 


A petition asking the disbarment of 
Ellroy V. Selleck, a lawyer whose pro- 
fessional and domestic troubles have 
been before the courts frequently dur- 
ing the past four years, was filed in the 
Circuit Court today by the Executive 
Committee of the St. Louis Bar Associa- 
tion, represented by Attorneys John F. 
Green and Benjamin A. Wood. 

The petition makes six charges 
against Selleck. It alleges that he was 
convicted Feb. 24 and sentenced to 
two years in the penitentiary on a 
charge of obtaining signatures to a deed 
of trust in an attempt to defraud two 
clients. 

Other Accusations.

MYSTERY WOMAN FOUND 


Singer Admits She Shared Studio 
in Hotel With Dentist— 
Tells Her Story. 


NEW YORK, 
Warren Waite, 


March 25.—-Dr. Arthur 
accused of the mur- 
der of his father-in-law, John E. 
Peck, wealthy druggist of Grand 
Rapids, Mich., awoke today in Belle- 
vue Hospital to find himself closely 
guarded and forbidden to receive 
visitors with two exceptions. These 
were his aged parents, who came here 
from Grand Rapids last night pre- 
pared to furnish legal assistance for 
their son. The young dentist, al- 
though still suffering from the ef- 
fects of the drugs he took two days 
ago, was reported much improved to- 
day. 

District Attorney Swann, mean- 
while, was preparing to present to 
the grand jury on Monday the evi- 
dence by which he expects to obtain 
an indictment charging Waite with 
murder. The District Attorney sent 
telegraphic instructions’ to -. ae 
Mancuso, his representative in Grand 
Rapids, to bring back with him 
Percy Peck, son of the dead man, to 
testify before the jury, and also the 
two physicians who performed the 
autopsies on Peck’s body, disclosing 
the presence of arsenic, It was Percy 
Peck who halted the plans for the 
cremation of his father’s body and 
ordered the first autopsy after he had 
received a telegram of warning from 
this city. 

Waite seemed calmer and in an ap- 
parently ‘more relieved state of mind 
today after his conference with the Dis- 
trict Attorney yesterday, when, ac- 
cording to Mr. Swann, he admitted pur- 
chasing the arsenic, believed to have 
killed his father-in-law, three days be- 
fcre Peck’s death on March 12, but 
maintained that he bought the poison 
at the request of Peck, who wished to 
kill himself. 
Waite seems to believe, according: tu 
the District Attorney and detectives 
who have been guarding him, that ne 
is destined for the electric chair. ‘“‘No 
one will believe me,” Waite is quoted 
as saving repeatedly. “I suppose l’ll 
have to go to the electric chair. Why 
didn’t I die?” 
“Our son never committed this awful 
crime of which they charge him,” said 
Waite. “Give him a chance, we feel 
certain it will be cleared up.” 

Wife Stands By Waite. 

Waite added that he brought a mes- 
sage to the accused man from his wife 
who is ill at the Peck home in Grand 
Rapids. Waite said his daughter-in- 
law had called him to her home before 
he started for New York and told him 
to tell her husband she wanted to come 
to New York and comfort him and that 
she did not believe a word of all that 
had been said about him. 

Mrs. Margaret Horton, 22 years old. a 
contralto singer fro Cincinnati, is the 
‘‘woman of mystery’’ in Dr. Waite's life. 
She is the wife of Harry Mack Horton, 
an electrical engineer, inventor and 
dealer in war supplies. 
Mrs. Horton admitted she ts the wom- 
an who was seen daily with Dr. Waite 
in the Hotel Plaza from Feb. 22 to 
March 18. She said Dr. Waite had fitted 
up a ‘“‘studio”’ in the hotel so that they 
might study music and foreign lan- 
guages there together. That Dr. Waite 
had registered “Mr. and Mrs. A. W, 
Walters. New Rochelle,” when he took 
the room, Mrs. Horton admitted, but 
she maintained with the utmost earnest- 
ress that she did not know of that en- 
tr on the register until she saw it :n 
the newspapers. 
Dr. Waite’s admission to the District 
Attorney Swann yesterday that he had 
handed to Peck a package of arsenic 
and the young dentist’s assertion that 
Peck wanted it to kill himself because 
of his wife’s death does not aiter the 
intention of the prosecutor to continue 
his investigation. 

Story of Waite. 
As the District Attorney reconstruct- 
ed Waite's story, it ran in this way: 
“lt know the doctor whose name you 
mention and I did go to him with a re- 
quest that he make it possible for me to 
buy some arsenic with which to kill 1 
cat that had been annoying me. I asked 
him to vouch for me to his druggist and 
he did I bought the arsenic an 
paid for’it.” 
“What did you buy it for?’ 
“I'll tell you, but you won't believe 
me,” and Waite smiled. “My father-in- 
law was an old man, and very despon- 
dent since the death of his wife. He 
told me that with her gone he did not 
want to live any longer, and wanted me 
to get some poison that would kill 

“Tl brought the arsenic Home with me,” 
Waite went on, “and gave it to Mr 
Peck. I didn't see him take any cf it, 
and I didn't ask him if he had, but if 
vou found arsenic in his stomach he 
must have taken it. 

“I'm sorry I didn't die myself; you've 
got the law on me, and I expect [ll 
zo to the electric chair because I can't 
prove what I say.’ 

“How did you give the arsenic to Mr. 
Peck?” 

“It was in powder form,” was the re 
ply, “and I gave it to him fn the ortg- 
inal package the day I bought it.” 

“What did Mr. Peck say when you 
gave it to him?” 

“He merely took it.

The following official statement was 
issued: 

“An engagement occurred Feb. 29 in 
the North Sea between the armed Ger- 
man raider Greif, disguised as a Nor- 
wegian merchant vessel, and the British 
armored merchant cruiser Alcantara, 
Capt. T. E. Wardle. It resulted in the 
toss of both vessels, tlle German raider 
being sunk by gun fire and-the Alcan- 
tara apparently by a torpedo. 

“Five German Pofficers and 115 men 
were picked up and taken prisoners out 
of a total complement believed to have 
been over 300. Th» British losses amount- 
ed to five officers and 69 men. 

“It should be noted that during the 

whole engagement the enemy fired over 
the Norwegian colorg painted on the side 
of the ship. 
“This news is now published as It Is 
nade clear by the receipt of a German 
wireless message that the enemy has 
learned that the Greif, a similar ship to 
the Moewe, had been destroyed before 
she succeeded in passing our line of pa- 
trols.”’ 

The Alcantara was a large liner be- 
‘onging to the Royal Mail Steam Packet 
Co. of Belfast. She had been in the 
service of the British Government for 
some time. Her  tonhage we was 15,300. She

Refusal to Disarm Ships Before Sec- 
retary Lansing. 
WASHINGTON, March °5.—Secra- 
tary Lansing has before him today 
formal responses from the _  entente 
Powers rejecting the proposal made 
by the State Department that they 
enter into a modus vivendi and disarm 
all of their merchant ships with the 
understanding that the central Pow- 
ers would pledge that such unarmed 
ships would not be attacked without 

warning. 

It is understood that the funda- 
mental objection was that there 
should be no change in the principles 
of international law during the prog- 
ress of hostilities. 

While no indication was given at 
the State Department of the next 
step to be taken, it is understood 
that the United States may consider 
limiting access to American ports to 
vessels, which in the judgment of 
this Government carry  offens’ e 
armament. 
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BIG MEXICAN ORE DEPOSITS — 
SAID TO HAMPER WIRELESS 


Magnetic Attraction of Waves Be- 
Heved to Have Weakened Sys- 
tem in Villa Hunt. 


COLUMBUS, N. M., March %.—Enor- 
mous ore deposits in the mountains of 
Northern Mexico have been responsible 


for much of the trouble experienced 


with the army wireless apparatus, a>- 


cording to the belief of army operators 
expressed here today. 

It was said that the ore acting as a 
magnet deflects the radio waves, thus 
weakening the capacity of both the 
sending and receiving stations. 

The field telegraph line, which does 
not reach the advanced base by about 
fifty miles, has been practically useless 
in the campaign because of the fre- 
quency with which it has been out of 
commission. 

Since the wave length used at the 
local station is the same as that at Ar- 
lington, Panama and some of the larger 
stations of the country, it has been 
found necessary also to do much of the 
communicating at night.

Troops Suffer in Snow and Sleet. 

Snow and sleet following rapidly n 
the heels of a nine-day exhausting 
r.arch under a withering desert sun has 
brought new difficulties to the Amer- 
ican troops in the Casas Grandes dis- 
trict, according to reports received last 
night at Columbus from Gen. Pershing.

FOLK ON WAY HERE: | 


EXPECTED TO ENTER 
~ RACE FOR GOVERNOR 


W. D. Vandiver Announces That 
He Is Seriously Considering 
Withdrawing From Contest. 


MORE “LIKELY TO FOLLOW 


Friends of Former Governor 
Look for Him to Begin Action 
Early Next Week. 


As former Gov. Joseph W. Folk was 
departing from Washington today for 
St. Louis to reconsider the advisability 
of entering the Democratic contest for 
Governor, Subtreasurer W. D. Vandiver, 
who announced himself as a candidate 
several weeks ago, gave out a statement 


‘saying that he was seriously consider- 


ing withdrawing from the race. It is 


‘believed also that John M. Atkinson, 


chairman of the Public Service Commis- 
sion, will withdraw if Folk should an- 
nounce. 

Folk will arrive in St. Louis tomorrow 
afternoon, and his friends here believe 
in the race for 
(Governor by Monday. 

About six weeks ago, after giving con- 
sideration to the requests of friends that 
he enter the race, Folk issued a state- 
ment indicating that he would not be a 
candidate unless conditions should arise 
tubsequently to create a demand for 
him. 

Others Likely to Withdraw. 

Press dispatches from Washington 
state that at least four of the nine can- 
didates now in the field will not go into 
fhe contest if Folk should decide to run. 
who have been can- 
vassing the State say frankly that there 
had been, up to the date of the State 
convention, no pronounced sentiment in 
favor of any of the nine announced 
candidates. 

As the result of the seawnes of the 
use of police and excise boards in the 
cities to control the politics of the State, 
and the tilting of the lid to gain the 
liquor interests and the 
ward politicians affiliated with them, 
there was a spontaneous demand from 
many sections of the State for lolk for 
Governor. 


Arguments for Folk. 
The argument used was that he had 


been successful as Governor in divorc- 
ing the police, excise and election boards 
of the cities from politics, and had en- 
forced the excise laws. 

Vandiver said he did not know 
whether Folk intended to enter the race 
for Governor. He said that many tele- 
grams had been sent to Folk from Mis- 
souri asking him to run for Governor, 
and also to run for United States Sena- 
tor against James A. Reed. 

Vandiver gave out a statement de- 
nouncing the action of the State con- 
vention at St. Joseph in indorsing Gov. 
Major for Vice President as shameful, 
insincere and ridiculous. He said that 


he had never before seen a thousand 


men do collectively what nearly every 
one would say privately was foolish 
and ridiculous. 

Vandiver’s Statement, 

“As to the governorship race,’’ Van- 
diver said, “I believe that I can win 
the nomination. I met with encourage- 
ment from many people who agree in 
the sentiments above expressed, but I 
fear that I am not adapted to the kind 
of campaign which seems to be in 
vogue at this time. 

“The old traditions of the party, which 
called for public discussion of public

Five bodies were left on the Sussex. 
Cause of Disaster in Doubt. 
Opinion of passengers of the Sus- 
sex is divided as to whether the ves- 
gel struck a mine or was torpedoed. 
Paris dispatches indicated that the 
reports which reached there were 

that the vessel was torpedoed. 

The chief engineer of the Sussex was 
killed by the explosion and the purser 
was seriously wounded. 

Miss Baldwin. daughter of a promi- 
nent American resident of Paris, suf- 
fered a broken leg and other injuries. 
Her father and mother also were aboard 
and they were taken with her to Bou- 
lor'né. 

An American whose name is not 
known to survivors who have reached 
London, was talking with the Baldwin 
family close to the captain’s bridge 
when the explosion occurred. He has 
not been seen since that time and is 
supposed to have been lost. 


Other Americans Injured, 

Edward Huxley, president of the Unit- 
ed States Rubber Export Co., and Fran- 
cis EB. Drake, European manager vf th» 
company, are among the Americans res- 
cued from the Sussex. 

Edward Huxley, who witnessed the 
catastrophe from _ beginning to end, 
states that several passengers and a 
number of members of the crew un- 
doubtedly were blown to atoms by the 
explosion. 

Huxley told the Associated Press a 
remarkable story of the man#tr in 
which the forward part of the Sussex 
was torn off at the Captain’s bridge. 
The remainder of the vessel was so lit- 
tle damaged that even the electric lights 
continued to burn. 

; Says “Many Lives Were Lost.” 

Huxley described the scene on the Sus- 
sex after the explosion as horrible. He 
could give no estimate of the number of 
persons killed, further than to say that 
many lives were lost. He would ven- 
ture no opinion whether the disaster 
was caused by a mine or a torpedo. 

“We left Folkestone at 10:30 p. m.,”’ 
Huxley said. ‘‘The sea was smooth, the 
sun was shining and the steamer made 
good time. 

“TI was standing on deck, just aft 
of the Captain’s bridge, chatting with 
Mr. Drake. I had just looked at my 
watch and noticed that it was 3:05 
Pp. m. when suddenly there was a 
muffled explosion. The whole for- 
ward part of the shi pseemed to rise 
in the air and was torn away com- 
pletely from the rest of the steamer. 
The Sussex had been cut in two at 
the bridge as cleanly as though it 
had been done with a knife. 

“For a short time there was pan- 
demonium. Shrieks of women min- 
gied with cries of the wounded. Some 
15 or 20 persons were drowned by 
jumping overboard. 

“It soon became apparent that the 
after part of the ship, which was 
maintaining an even keel and hold- 
ing steady, was in no immediate dan- 
ger of sinking and the panic virtu- 
ally ceased. Passengers then set 
about giving first aid to the injured 
and helping to get the boats lowered. 
A number of injured persons were 
buried in the debris near the bridge. 
Mangled Bodies Are Found. 

“Seven, persons, all territly in- 
jured, were dug from the wreckage 
and several badly mangled badies 
were found. Undoubtedly other 
bodies were torn to pieces.” 

Miss Alice Ruiz of Colorado and Wild- 
er G. Penfield of Merton College, Ox- 
ford, are other Americans who were 
saved.

4 AMERICANS ON 
| TORPEDOED HORSE 
SHIP MISSING 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—Consular 
reports to the State Department today 
say the Dominion Line steamer English- 
man, sunk near the British Isles, was 
torpedoed, and that four American mem- 
bers of the crew are missing. Th» 
slishman was a horse ship. 

The missing Americans are Peter Mc- 
Donald, a horse foreman, of 58 Cherry 
street, Boston; George McDonald, a 
trimmer, of 37 Common street, Law- 
rence, Mass.; P. Buckley and M. A. 
Burke, address unknown. 

The dispatches to the State Depart- 
ment were from American Consul Arm- 
strong at Bristol and said the English- 
man was torpedoed at an unknown place 
and time and that 33 survivors had been 
brought into an unnamed British port. 
The American citizens known to be 
aboard the ship were not among the 
survivors. The Consul also reported that 
60 more persons who were aboard the 
ship were believed by the British au- 
thorities to have been saved although 
no definite information on that point 
was available. If 60 more persons were 
saved, 18 persons remain unaccounted 
for, according to the dispatch. 

The Englishman was of 5275 tons and 
was bound from Avonmouth to Port- 
land, Me., in ballasv. 

The fact that the missing Americans 
were workers on a horse ship and not 
passengers on a liner does not lessen 
the interest of the American Govern- 
ment in the case. The circumstances 
are accentuated by the fact that the ship 


was bound away from Europe and car- 
ried no contraband. 


British Steamer 342 Feet Lon;; 
Torpedoed. 

LONDON, March 25.—A Lloyd's report 
says the British steamship Salybia has 
been sunk and the passengers and crew 
were saved. 

The Salybia was 342 feet long and 46 
feet beam. The vessel is reported as 
having left Barbados March 3 for Lon- 
don.

Rain Storms Are Predicted, but 
They Will Be of Short 
Duration. 


WASHINGTON, March %. — The 
Weather Bureaai's forecast for the week 
beginning Sunday, says: 

“Comparatively mild weather will prc- 
Vail throughout the coming week gen- 
erally in the Mississippi Valley and in 
the district east thereof, although there 
will be a reaction Sunday and Monday 
from the abnormally high temperatures 
that prevail in the great central 
valleys and the gulf states. This 
change to cooler weather will be 
short duration, however. 

“West of the Mississippi 
temperatures at the beginning of the 
week will be followed by a general 
change to warmer weather Monday ana 
Tuesday and moderate temperatures 
thereafter during the remainder of the 
week. 

“A disturbance that is now over the 
Mississippi Valley will advance north- 
eastward and be attended by general 
rains Sunday over much of the country 
east of the Mississippi River with thun- 
derstorms in the southeastern states and 
Monday in the Atlantic 
states and the lower lake region. 

“Another storm will advance inland 
from the Pacific Monday or Tuesday, 
pass eastward to the middle plains 
states and the upper Mississippi Valley, 
the middle of the week and to the east- 
ern states about Thursday.

BIPLANES’ WORK IN MEXICO 


Injured Aviator Returning to Columbus Says 
That Column Has Found Fliers Inval- 
uable Aid in Villa Pursuit. 


. 


COLUMBUS, N. M., March 2%.—Alr 
scouts are proving invaluable to th2 
American expeditionary force, accord- 
ing to Lieut. T. S. Bowen, who reached 
here last night, the first army aviator 
to return to the border. He fell last 
Monday when landing near Casas Gran- 
des and is being sent to San Antonio. 

Lieut. Bowen asserted that the alti- 
tude and lack of gasoline and oll in the 
district occupied by the American 
troops are proving a serious handicap 
in the operation of the biplanes. He 
points out that since joining the column 
the aeroplanes generally have been 
about 65 miles ahead of the cavalry. 

Willis Lost Bearings. 

Lieut. Bowen brought with him the 
details of the delay to Lieut. Robert 
H. Willis, for whom search was made 
for several davs. 

“Lieut. Willis misjudged his route 
and flew about 36 miles beyond Casas 
Grandes, his destination,” he said. ‘“‘He 
landed in. the dark and in doing so 
struck a bluff in such a way that part 
of his landing gear was torn away, 
leaving his plane helpless. He realized 
he was in the country held by the en- 
emmy, so started a long march back tv 
the advanced base. 

“He™walked at night and hid in ar- 
rovas during the day. Only once was 
he molested, and this was when he 
made his way to a burning railroad tie 

nd attempted to read his maps. Three 
armed Mexicans crept from a ravine 
and commanded him to halt. Instead 
he jumped into some brush and eseaped. 
Lieut. Willis reached camp about 2 a. 
m. on the third morning. Later a mv- 
tor truck recovered his plane, which is 
now in service.”’ 

Lieut. Brown said that after the start 
here last Sunday, the army fliers flew 
easilv to La Ascencion, where they 
landed and spent the night. After the

Fiying Made Difficult. 
He asserted that there are numerous 


landmarks in the northern part of Chi- 
huahva, by which the aviators may find 
their way. Among these he named La 
Ascencion, Lake Gazman, Corralitos. 
Boca Grande and the Casas Grandes 
River. The thin, puffy air of the alti- 
tude of the country makes flying some- 
what difficult and makes it impossible 
at a greater height than 5000 feet, he 
said. 

Lieut. Brown said that it is his belief 
that Villa is experiencing the greatest 
difficulty in getting rations for his 
band since the agricultural interests of 
the country have been most at a stand- 
still for years and much of the food in 
the district has been carried away by 
marauders, and that the remainder is 
needed to feed the populace. 

He asserted further that the capture 
of the bandit is a much more difficult 
job than most persons imagine. 


No Trouble Landing 
Thus far the American corps ‘has hadi 


little difficulty in finding suitable land- 
ing places, but as the troops progress 
into the mountains this phase of the 
work will become increasingly difficult, 
he said.

“On her voyage to the South the Au- 
fora called at Macquarie Island, arriv-

Could Not Land at Cape Crozier. 

“Cape Cruzier wus reached on Jan. 9, 
9915. It had been intended to establ.sh 
e depot here for the winter journeys 
from our base, but the conditions were 
go bad that it was impossible to inake 
a landing. 

“The Aurora accordingly procceded 
east along the ice barrier and up the 
gound. We encountered great difficul- 
tie. from the ice, but managed event"- 
all; to make a landing. 

“On Jan. 24a party of three men with 
Gogs set out for the bluff to lay outa 
cepot, taking stores with them. Next 
day Capt. Seneas Mackintosh, accom- 
panied by two members of the party, 
Jeft the ship for a sledge trip with the 
dogs. On Jan. 31 the six men started 
cn a journey to the south. They tvok 
with them a motor sledge with an aerv- 
plane engine. 

“All this time the Aurora was lying 
at moorings off Cape Evans. Although 
many attempts were made to find a 
safe harbor, they failed, owing to the 
extremely bad seas. “Zhe party of six 
who made the journey to the south re- 
turned and on March 4 were embarkei 
from Hut Point. 

“A week later, the ship still being 
moored off Cape Evans, four of the 
staff went ashore to do scientific work. 
A violent blizzard occurred on March 6 
anl drove the Aurora from the moor- 
ings she had taken up for the winter. 
At this time Capt. Mackintosh and tw> 
companions, as ‘well as the three men 
who had gone to the bluff to establish 
a depot and the four members of the 
scientific staff, were ashore. We saw 
no more of them. 


Pack Ice Takes Ship Awny. 

“When the Aurora was driven from 
her moorings she became locked in the 
pack ice. This set north along ‘he 
coast around Cape Adare and to the 
west of Ballany Islands (outside Russ 
Sea). ; 

“After escaping Sserlous injury for 
over 1) weeks, misfortunes overtook her 
on July 2%, 1915. We were then abcut 
ninety miles south of Coulman Island 
(showing a drift back into Ross Sea). 
The Aurora was heavily nipped by the 
enormous ice pressure. She lost her 
rudder and her hull was heavily 
strained. 

“It was not until March 14 of this 
year that the ship waé released from 
the ice. This was in latitude 64 degrees 
and Sv minutes south, longtitude 18 ue- 
grees: east, after a drift south and east- 
ward of 1200 miles. 

“The names of those who are ashore 
on the barrier are: Capt. Mackintosh, 
in command of the Ross Sea side of the 
expedition; H. E. Wild, dog and sledg- 
ing expert, a brother of Frank Wild. 
who is with Capt. Shackleton; Ernest 
Joyce, J. L. Cope, A. Stevens, Spencer 
Smith, Richard Hayward and Jacx 
Gaze.

“The Aurora is now proceeding to a 
port in New Zealand with a jury rud- 
de.

London Much Concerned Over Safety 
of Shackleton Party. 

The unfavorable tidings from the Ross 
Sea and of the Shackleton Antarctic ex- 
pedition caused a sensation. Lieut. 
Shackleton is the most ambitious of all 
the experts in Arctic exploration and 
news of his successful passage across 
the 1700 miles of the Antarctic continent 
was hoped for within a few days. 

The carrying away of the Aurora in 
the drift ice of the Ross Sea leaves not 
only 10 men of her landing party ma- 
rooned without any chance of reliet for 
another ll months, but if Lieut. Shackle. 
ton has arrived or arrives after the rig- 
ore of his long journey, at Ross Sea, he 
evo, must wait for succor until] the sea 
again becomes practicable. There is a 
chance that Shackleton has gone back 
to the Weddelis Sea and will be able to 
return to Buenos Aires this month, but

Should he have reached Ross Sea ac- 
cording to schedule, after his unexam- 
pled achievement, the disappointment of 
finding the Aurora gone and 10 of her 
crew marooned must be severe and it 
will take a man of Shackleton’s virile 
self-control to face the ordeal. 

May Have Ample Stores, 

Of course, tne possibility that Shackle- 
ton might not reach Ross Sea in time 
to catch the Aurora, which would have 
been compelled to leave on her return 
to New Zealand, anyway, early’ in 
Merch, may have been provided against 
and ample stores had been taken oui 
in the Aurora to Jeave behind for the 
transantarctic party. But it is not known 
ubsolutely that these stores had been 
landed befvre the Aurora broke adrift, 
ulthough undoubtedly she would have 
cached sufficient for her own expedi- 
tionary party when it left the ship. 

The position therefore is full of pos- 
sibilities on which the world can only 
speculate for the next 11 months, always 
with the firm hope that Shackleton and 
his heroic companions may eventially 
win througa. 

If Shackleton’s party has reached Ross 
Sea the men would certainly have no 
surplus food, but once on the coast here 
they can find an abundance of seals, 
penguins and gulls, and, as the whole 
16 men, assuming that they have joined 
hands, are experienced explorers, there 
is every reason for believing that under 
the leadership of Shackleton they will 
find a way of fighting their way through 
the dangers and difficulties which now 
confront them. 

Commander Evans, R. N. C. B., who 
took command of the Scott expedition 
after the death of Capt. Scott, had just 
come ashore last night, and expressed 
considerable anxiety when told what 
had happened to the Aurora. 


Evans Hopeful of Outcome. 

“T had not expected to hear definite 
news from the Shackleton expedition un- 
til the end of the month,” he said. “But 
this is the thing’ one didn’t expect to 
happen. The Antartic is always full of 
surprises. If Shackleton has succeeded 
in accomplishing his magnificent march 
across the pole and taken the route he 
followed on his previous expedition, long 
before this he will have reached Cape 
Wvans and found Capt. Scott's hut. 

“There we left an abundance of food 
and fuel when we sealed it up before 
coming away, but I am afraid they will 
not find very much clothing if they are 
badly off in that respect. 

“However, with his own resourceful 
nature and with the material he will 
find, I have little doubt Sir Ernest ana 
his companions will survive one winter, 
providing they reach Cape Evans in 
reasonable health. But of course succor 
must be sent to them. 

“No ship can reach the Ross Sea 
base until the end of December this 
year. There .-s much to be done, how- 
ever, before a relief expedition can be 
organized and it will be necessary to 
put the movement on foot almost at 
once Should it be decided to send out 
a vessel from this country she must 
leave not later than the beginning of 
August. 


STEAMER AURORA 
NOT IN DISTRESS 


Antarctic Ship Said to Be Bound 
for New Zealand Under 
Own Steam. 


LONDON, March 25.—Reports re- 
ceived here today state that the aux- 
illary ship Aurora of the Shackleton 
Antarctic expedition, which was dam- 
aged in the ice and is now proceed- 
ing to New Zealand for repairs, is not 
in distress or In need of assistance.

FUNDS OF HOSPIT 
RUN BY DR. LUTZ 


Treasurer of Josephine Declares 
Corporation Is Badly in Debt 
—Investigation Being Made. 


Dr. Remy J. Stoffel, treasurer of J‘ 
sephine Hospital, at 1630 South Grand 
avenue, in explaining today to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter why an Investigation 
is being made into the hospital's affairs 
under the administration of Dr. Frank 
J. Lutz, who died yesterday, said thit 
Dr. Lutz for nearly 10 years had had 
complete charge of the hospital and 
that it had been conducted as a ‘‘one- 
man institution.”’ 

Dr. Stoffel admitted the inquiry was 
started a month ago, at his suggestivn. 
It has been conducted by John A. Har- 
rison, an attorney and secretary of the 
hospital, and Henry B. Davis, an at- 
torney, and has dealt principally with 
the sale of three pieces of veal estate 
bequeathed to the hospital in 1904 by 
Miss Josephine Hecitkamp, who had been 
the hospital's benefactor from its be- 
ginning. 

The property bequeathed by Miss 
Heitkamp, and which the records of the 
Itecorder’s office,show has been sold, 
consisted of two lots on Maffitt avenue, 
sold in 1912 to Mary Maloney for $4000; 
S11 Market street, sold in 1914 to John P. 
Hermann for $7272.72, and 3147 Locust 
street, sold in 1¥1l to the Welfare Real- 
ty Co., the deed containing a nominal 
consideration of $10. All the deeds were 
made in the name of the Josephine Hos- 
pital Corporation, and signed by Dr. 
Lutz as president, but instead of bear- 
ing the senl of that corporation, they 
bore a sval reading, “Training Schoo! 
for Nurses, Josephine Hospital. Incor- 
porated 1895.”’ 

Members of the board of trustees of 
the hospital said they had given little 
attention to its affairs for several vears 
and that there had not been a meeting 
of the board of directors in more than 
five years. In that time Ir. Lutz 
handled its affairs, and expended about 
$3000 in rebuilding a part of ‘he hospi- 
tal damaged by fire in 1914. 


“Early in the nineties,” Dr. Stoffel 
said, “Dr. Lutz, two other physicians 
and myself decided to build a hospital 
for women. We bought lots on South 
Jefferson avenue, but residents in that 
neighborhood did not want a hospital 
there. They bought our proverty and 
paid us a bonus. We then purchased 
property on Blaine avenue, and Wr. 
Lutz told us of Miss Josephine Heit- 
kamp, who, he said, would aid the hos- 
pital. 

“Miss Heitkamp bought the property 
on South Grand avenue and erected the 
hospital building, which, I think, cost 
about $42,000. She took over the Blaine 
avenue property in part payment and 
donated the remainder. 

Few Charity Patients. 

“We obtained a charter as a charita- 
ble institution, and we occasionally had 
a charity patient. Miss Heitkamp told 
me that she intended in her will to re- 
imburse Dr. Lutz and myself for our 
investment in the Blaine avenue prop- 
erty, which she had taken over. 

“After her death Dr, Lutz told me 
she had bequeathed $5000 and four pieces 
of real estate to the hospital, but that 
the will was not clear as to the dispo- 
sition of the $5000. He suggested that 
we each take $1000 and turn the remain- 
ing $3000 over .to the hospital. I re- 
ceived my $1000. Before this the inter- 
ests of the other two physicians had 
been bought out. 


“The board has been very negligent 
in the management of the hospital. 
There has been no meeting of the direc- 
tors for more than five years, and for 
more than 10 years we did not, so far 
as I know, receive any returns from 
the property owned by the hospital. I 
was treasurer of the institution, but I 
frequently signed checks in blank and 
left them with Dr. Lutz. The institution 
is in debt. We owe the Tower Grove 
Bank $1200. We owe a coal bill of $700 
and a milk bill of $200, and a lot of other 
bills. 

“The places of the two physicians who 
joined with us at the beginning were 
taken on the board by John A. Hamil- 
ton and Joseph Paule. 

“For many years the hospital has 
been conducted by Dr. Lutz as a one- 
man institution. He had all the opera- 
tions, -and had considerable business 
from the United Railways. All persons 
injured in street car accidents within 


a mile of the hospital were taken there 
‘or treatment by Dr. Lutz, who thus

Wisely perfected in its details, this year’s pro- 
gram will not only remove the few causes of 
criticism which searching political scrutiny has 
been able to discover in the record as so far made 
up, but supply new and positive elements of 
strength. 

This is ro time for blundering or for exhibi- 
tions of characteristic Democratic disorganization. 
Success in performing this final installment of 
public work would place the present Congress in 
a decidedly favorable light as compared with ‘ts 
capable and efficient predecessors since 1910. 
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INTIMATE REALISM.

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THE SHACKLETON EXPEDITION. 

Even war has not caused a total interruption of 
science’s progress in Germany. In spite of—in- 
deed in part because of it—chemical discoveries 
of value to all time have been made there, it-is 
reported. 

A second belligerent would only be doing its 
part in contributing to advance if, through Lieut. 
Shackleton, it had made possible a more com- 
plete geographical knowledge of our troubled 
planet. 

Anyway, news from the Lieutenant’s expedition 

after being curtained for 13 months by Arctic ob- 
livion is decidedly interesting. He left Europe only 
a few weeks after the fighting began. By February 
he had arrived at desolate South Georgia Island, 
hundreds of miles from Cape Horn, and from there 
sent his last message to the Post-Dispatch. 
The Aurora relief ship comes back to find not 
only no prospect of the «nd of the war, but even 
no signs of how it is going to be decided. What- 
ever the disasters and horrors encountered in the 
most inhospitable quarter of the globe, they were 
less formidable than those sxperienced in the 
meantime by millions of Lieut. Shackleton’s fel- 
low inhabitants of its most civilized continent. 

The war will be still in progress when a neutral 
nation, Norway, will supplement other slender ef- 
fort of the present for the conquest of nature by 
sending Capt. Roald Amundsen to match the 
Shackleton feat by an approach to the North Pole 
from a new direction, that of the Behring Strait. 
Will Amundsen also find the floods of European 
blood still flowing on his return? 
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The St. Louls fur men hope to have the other 
big markets “skinned a mile.” 
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HOPE FOR EPILEPTICS. 

The announcement in Friday’s Post-Dispatch 
that Dr. Charles A. L. Reed of Cincinnati has suc- 
ceeded in finding a bacillus which is the cause of 
epilepsy, if verified by further experiments, prom- 
ises to rid the world of one of the most mysteri- 
ous and fatal of diseases. . . 

A doubt will persist as to the truth of the 
claim, because of the long period since the knowl- 
edge of bacteriology has impelled a search for a 
germ in the case of epileptics, without result. Why 
was not the bacillus epilepticus, as Dr. Reed has 
named it, discovered before? 

But we live in hope. Epilepsy, that most ancient 
sickness, from which even Hercules, to say noth- 
ing of Napoleon and many great men and count- 
less average persons have suffered, ought to be 
conquerable by modern science. The disease germs 
were not all found at once. Perhaps Dr. Reed has 
won fame by adding to the list one of the most 
mischievous. We shall await further news. 

As Mexico has been in turmoil for more than 
a century, her immediate preparedness for peace 
is not to be expected. 

STARVING GOVERNMENT GRAVE DIGGERS. 

Does any attendant on a ceremonious military 
funeral at the great national cemetery at Arling- 
ton, across the Potomac from Washington, ever 
think of the poor grave diggers? ‘Still, the grave 
diggers’ function is not unimportant. Perhaps it 
is more important than of clergy and saluting sol- 
diers and populace paying tributes, and under- 
takers. 

It is time somebody was taking thought of them. 
On his own behalf and that of others of his craft, 
one appeared before a House committee the other 
day that is considering a bill fixing a $3 minimum 
wage for all Government employes. He was far 
less philosophica] than the grave diggers of the 
play, though he undoubtedly spoke by the card 
when he told the committeemen about his wages. 
This gentleman gets but $40 a month for holding 
p Adam's profession along with all other garden- 
ers, ditchers and grave diggers and exemplifying 
workmanship lasting till doomsday.

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NO CENSORSHIP ON GERMAN OPTIMISM. 

A few American newspapers have shown a dis- 
position to believe the stories that German babies 
are suffering for lack of milk. Evidence for and 
against the claim has been published, and there 
seems to be no way of establishing the truth. 

But now comes the German Medical Weekly, 
with an article by Prof Roth, who has been inves- 
tigating the shortage of foods in the larger towns 
of the Potsdam district. His conclusion, with re- 
gard to milk for children, is that the consumption 
has diminished 34 per cent. And he continues: 

Now, however, comes the astonishing part 
of the business. These children were weighed 
and in nearly every case their weight was 
largely in excess of the others who had not 
been subjected to any such restrictions. 

What was the censor doing when he permitted 
the Berlin Post to republish this, thus putting it in 
the way of getting broadcast publicity in the 
United States? If, with a diet in which they get 
34 per cent less milk than before the war German 
babies gain more weight than those who get a full 
share of milk, what becomes of the plea for Ameri- 
can milk to save German babies from starvation? 
Is this another example of that campaign of op- 
timism which hopes to convince the neutral na- 
tions that Germany is economically invincible? Or 
has German science found a substitute for milk 
that is better than the real thing?

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PREPAREDNESS AND EMPLOYMENT. 
By Charlotte Rumbold. 

Observe the rejoicings of that public pest, the 
reformer. He thinks he is going to draw a peace 
prize package from the preparedness for war. 

For years he—as often she—has been nagging 
the newspapers, the city fathers, the business men 
with his wearisome arguments for a municipal em- 
ployment bureau. 

Along comes Preparedness, which, with other 
things, is beginning to mean a tightening up of 
loose machinery and a shaping of public affairs 
for national efficiency, and does more in a month 
than the reformer in many years to drive home the 
idea that those husky fellows on Market street are 
neither a police nor a charity problem, but as 
much an asset as bank reserves. 

Preparedness has seized on the immediate and 
obvious fact that men will be needed not only to 
shoot cartridges, but to make them. England has 
more trouble mobilizing her industrial forces than 
her army, and no one forgets that the organiza- 
tion of Germany's industries is the base of her 
military power. 

Next door to the recruiting station must come 
the employment bureau. Through one the man 
will pass to the training camps and ships, through 
the other to the factories, foundries and docks. 
And the second set will be answering the “call to 
the colors’ as surely as the first. 

Sa now the reformer, hitherto a voice crying. in 
the wilderness, finds the preparedness man and 
the business man getting ready to have not mere- 
ly a municipal, but a chain of national-state-city 
employment bureaus. 

St. Louis is not only one of the money reserve 
cities, but it is one of the 18 or so great labor re- 
serve cities. . 

Lack of work, like lack“of money, we here in 
this safe, busy, rich United States, have always 
laid to individual lack of industry or lack of thrift. 

Every period of tight money has brought a 
flood of advice not to buy automobiles or spring 
hats, but to save for a rainy day. 

Every period of unemployment has brought a 
new committee or conference or investigation and 
always some new, temporary, makeshift, charity 
way of meeting it. 

We haven't said it in so many words, but the 
chains of national reserve banks and national 
postal savings banks are a tacit admission that 
thrift {is a community affair. The chain of nation- 
al-state-city employment bureaus will soon show 
whether industry also is not at least as much an 
affair of the community as of the individual. 

The national-state-city employment bureau will 
not adopt the point of view of the police that the 
man out of a job is a subject for the municipal 
lodging house, jail or hospital, or of the charitable 
organizations that he is the father of four or a 
sturdy beggar. 

These persistent job hunters, the Juvenile Court, 
settlement, hospital workers will still entreat the 
tender-hearted business man and the housekeeper 
to “just try for a week” their mentally, morally or 
physically handicapped wards, who will always 
have to be subsidized somehow by public or pri- 
vate charity. 

But the business-labor man or woman will go 
to the Government office and read the Government 
reports on the labor market. He'll learn where 
labor is needed, what kind, how much, what the 
pay is, whether or not there is a strike on—and 
be sure the Government will be neutral—and he’!l 
know, before he starts for it, what chance he has 
for the job outside the city. No more wasted rail- 
road fares. No more pay, pay, pay for jobs that 
last less than.a week. No more padrone system. 
No more foremen dividing fees with the employ- 
ing agent. 

Doesn't it sound good? And the clear-headed- 
ness and dignity of it all. And perbape—this is 
spring time—perhaps we won't have war at all, 
and the reformer will find the employment bureau 
and a dozen other good things preparedness will 
bring us, just Easter gifts, a sort of dove's nest

CONSTANT READER.—Cotton nat- 
uraily shrinks when wet. This prop- 
erty is greatly increased in the weaving 
as the warp threads are stretched to 
their full length and held in place by 
the sizing and starch used in finiaéhing. 
If the garment is to be laundered it ia 
better to shrink the material before 
making it up, as it is not easy to make 
the proper allowance for shrinkage. 
Fold the material smoothly and place 
flat In a tub or large receptacle, the 
bathtub is excellent. Pour in enough 
cold water to cover. When the materia! 
is thoroughly saturated, pour in hot 
water, gradually increasing the tem- 
perature until the water is as warm as 
the hand can stand. The hot water is 
needed to loosen the sizing. The mate- 
rial should stand in the water over 
night when possible, but at least two 
or three hours. Pour off the water and 
press as much out of the materia) as 
possible, but do not wring. Hang on a 
line in the open air, stretching out 
smooth and pinning along one selvage. 
Before the material is thoroughly y be 
take it down and press. One must be 
sure that the colors tn the material are 
fast before attempting to shrink it.—

CHINA DROPPED 
MONARCHIAL RULE 


In Mandate He Says Revolts In- 
dicated Population Opposed 
Abolition of Republic. 


TAKES BLAME ON SELF 


Reviews Election as Emperor 
and Declares Throne Was 
Forced on Him. 


WASHINGTON, March 25.—President 


“yuan Shi Kai's mandate renouncing hiz 


ad 


th 


acceptance of the title of Emperor of 
China and declaring China’s returr to 
to republican government has been made 
public ir part by the Chinese legation. 
In it Yuan says he consented to pro- 
posals for a monarchy after “‘irresisti- 
bie’ insistence by a convention of popu- 
lar representatives, but feeling that ac- 
ceptunce of the throne would violate his 
oath as President, never took any steps 
to put the monarchical program actu: 
ally into effect. 

The gist cf the mandate as cabled here 
and given out by the legxation follows: 

“Since the establishment of the repub- 
lic disturbances followed one after an- 
other and I was called upon to shoulder 
the burden of the State. Those having 
the welfare of the country at teart 
unanimously declared that unless China 
adopted a constitutional monarchy she 
could never exist. Large numbers of the 
people then advocated the monarcihical 
restoration. Prayers were addressed to 
me in most earnest terms by telegram 
and petitions. The acting Li Fa Yuan 
‘State Council) decided that the question 
about the form of the State should be 


“settled by a convention of citizen rep- 


resentatives. In consequence representa- 
tives of the provinces and special admin- 
istrative areas were elected and a con- 
vention was called. These. representa- 
tives of the convention unanimously de- 
cided in favor of a constitutional mon- 
archy and elected me Emperor. since 
the sovereignty of the country was vest- 
ed in citizens and the decision was made 
by the entire body of representatives 
there was no room left to me for further 
discussion. 
Arguments Irresistible. 

“Nevertheless, I was convinced that 
my sudden elevation to the throne would 
constitute a violation of my oath, leav- 
ing me unahie to explain myself. The 
ui Fa Yuan however, were firm and 
stated that the oath of the chief execu- 
tive was bared on his position and 
should be observed or discarded, accord- 
ing to the will cf the people. Their ar- 
gsuments were so irresistible that there 
was no excuse for me to decline their 
offer. Using preparations as a pretext, 
] took no steps to carry out their pro- 
gram, actually. When the trouble in 
Yunnan and Kweichow arose, I issued 
# mandate j;ostponing the measure and 
forbidding the presentation of petitions 
praying for my enthronement. Then I 
nastened the convocation of the Li Fa 
Yuan in order tc get various views, hop- 
ing to revert: to the original state of 
affairs. Being a man of bitter experi- 
ences, I cared for nothing but the sulva- 
tion of my country. A section of tha 
people, however, suspected me of har- 
boring a desire for great power anil 
privileges. Thus difference in thought 
has created an exceedingly dangcrous 
situation. 

“I have myself to blame, too, for my 
lack of virtue. Why should I tlame 
others? The people have been thrown 
into misery. The soldiers have been 
inede to bear hardships. Commerce has 
declined. Taking this condition inte 
cor.sfderation, I feel exceedingly sorry. 

Official Acceptance Canceled. 

“Il am still of the opinion that the 
designation petitions submitted through 
the acting 'jA Fa Yuan are unsuited to 
the circumstances of the country. The 
official acceptance of the throne on 
Dec. 11 is heveby canceled and the des- 
ignation petiticns are hereby returned, 
through the Stete Department, to the 
Tsan Cheng Yuan, acting as the Li Fa 
Yuan, to be forwarded to the petitioners 
for destruction. All preparations con- 
nected therewith are to cease forthwith. 

"Thus I hope to tmitats the example 
of the sincerity of ancients by shoulder- 
ing myself all the blame so that my 
action wil! fall in line with the spirit 
of humanity which is the expression 
of the will of heaven. Those who ad- 
vocated the monarchy were prompted 
by the desire to strengthen the founda- 
tion of the country but as their methods 
have proved unsuitable their patriotisin 
might harm the country. Those who 
opposed the monarchy have done so out 
of the desire to express their political 
views. It may be presumed that they 
would not go the e treme, thereby en- 
dangering the-country. They should 
therefore listen to their conscience and 
give up their prejudices. 

“With one mind and purpose they 
should unite in the effort of saving the 
situation so that we may be spared the 
horror of internal strife. 

“In brief all the faults of the country 
are mine. Now that the acceptance of 
the throne has been canceled every 
man will be responsible for his own 
action should he further disturb peace 
and give cause for pretext. I, the 
Président being charged with the duty 
of ruling the country, cannot remain 
idle while the country is racing to per- 
dition. Let all our Generals, officials, 
soldiers and citizens ail act according 
to his ideal.”

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GERMANS BEING. 
DRIVEN FROM LAST 


British Report the Capture of 
Lines of Enemy in 
East Africa. 


LONDON, March 25.—The British 
peditionary force campaigning against 
German East Africa is making further 


ex- 


progress in its aggressive operations, 
according to an official statement. Gen. 
Jan Christiaii Smuts, in charge of the 


operation, has reported the occupation 
of Arusha aiid the driving of the Ger- 
mans from their line along the Ruwu 
River. 

I‘ield Marshal Earl Kitchener, the 
Secretary of State for War, has tele- 
graphed his congratulations to the com- 
inanding General. The official com 
munication says: 

“Gen. Smuts reports that the German 
forces, dislodged from their strong de- 
fensive positions on the Lumi River and 
the Kitovo Hills by operations cor:- 
menced March 7 and concluded March 
12, effected iheir retreat through Kahe 
to a further series of defensive positions 
constructed in the thick forest belt 
which lies atong the Ruwu River. 

“On March 2% a mounted force occu- 
pied Arusha, dislodging an enemy de- 
tachment. Meantime a strong force cf 
South African mounted troops marched 
Yy night from Moshi and traversing the 
thick bush country reached a point on 
the Pangani, five miles south of the 
Kahe railwa, station by daybreak. The 
railway station was seized and many 
stores captured. Tho railway bridge 
ever the Pangani River had been partly 
destroyed. 

“The night of March 21-22 the entire 
Ruwu line was evacuated and the enemy 
retired south along the Tanga rallway, 
leaving a 4.1l-inch gun, a portion of ths 
armament of the Koenigsberg. in our 
wands. The operations continue.’”’

Ambassador Francis, in an address, 
said he considered the many manifesta- 
tions of good will showered upon him for 
the past two weeks, not so much a per- 
sonal tribute as support given Presi- 
dent Wilson in his efforts to guide the 
nation right. 

“IT take these manifestations as evi- 
dence that the people feel that the Pres- 
ident should be sustained in his rela- 
tions with foreign Governments,’ he 
said. ‘‘We have boasted of our patriot- 
ism. I do not think there is great 
danger in our becoming involved in this 
war—but should we, I believe that 99 
per cent of our people would be under 
the folds of the stars and stripes.” 

Breckenridge Long, president of the 
Wilson Club, led members of the club 
and a band to the Exchange. The 
Young Men's Progressive Civic Asso- 
ciation, led by their president, Henry 
Giessenbier Jr., also attended in a body. 

Ned Cross, Francis’ negro porter for 
17 years at his office shook hands with 
his employer. ‘Lor,’ man, heds been 
like a daddy to me, he has,”’ Cross said, 
when he reached the floor again. 

Francis was nominated for president of 
the Missouri Historical Soctfety last night 
at the regular meeling of the society in 
the Jefferson Memorial. A reception *r 
him was held in the flag room of the 
memorial building, after the meeting 
of the historical society. 

In an address following his renomina- 
tion, Francis announced that the society 
had been fortunate in obtaining the 
promise of Speaker Champ Clark to he 
present for the celebration of the s2?1ni- 
centennial of the society in August, to 
make an address. Speaker Clark, Fran- 
cis said, is probably better qualitied 
than any other Missourian to spoak 
of the life of Thomas Jefferson. 

Francis, in speaking of the convention 
of 1884 in St. Louis, when he was nomi- 
nated for Mayor, said: “I never had 
much respect for office seekers until 
I was nominated for Mayor. After my 
election I became fascinated with poli- 
tics, and before my term as Mayor ex- 
pired I had become a candidate for Gov- 
¢rnor and was nominated. As you know, 
I was later elected. 

‘Mad I not been called to a foreign 
rost I probably never would have known 
how much the people of St. Louis pro- 
fess to think of me.” 

At the meeting there were five former 
Mayors. They were, besides Francis, 
Cyrus P. Walbridge, Frederick H. 
Kreissmann, E. A. Noonan and Rolla 
Wells. Walbridge presented the society 
with a portrait of Kreissmann, which 
completes a collection of portraits of 31 
former Mayors in the possession of the 
society.

Objects to “Big Salaries.” 
In the report signed by Alderman Hall 


as chairman, it is asserted that the 
spirit of the charter has been violated 
by paying large salaries to officers and 
employes of the Efficiency Board. The 
committee beileves the work could be 
done better by expertenced business 
men who would donate their services or 
work for a hominal salary. Each of the 
three board members now gets $3000 2 
year. 

The report asserts that many examin- 
ations made by the Efficiency Board in 
determining the qualifications of appli- 
cants for city places have not been con- 
ducted in accordance with the Charter, 
but have been of such a character that 
men of practical experience could not 
pass them. This is alleged to have 
been the case especially in the examin- 
ations for wiring inspectors. 

Charge Concerning Taxes. 

A reference to the charge that Chatir- 
man Rogers was not a taxpayer when 
appointed is made in the report, thougn 
Rogers is not specifically named in that 
connection. 

Besides Chairman Hall the Aldermen 
on the special committee were Renick, 
Bergt, Konetzky and McChesney. 

Rogers declined to discuss the report, 
saying it was ‘‘manifestly biased.” 


Bill to Force Money Lenders to Take 
Out License, 

A bill to license money lenders who 
are not pawnbrokers or bankers, at $500 
a vyvear, was introduced yesterday by} 
Alderman Reis. The bill is a modifi- 
cation of other bills introduced by AIl- 
derman Reis to curb “loan sharks.” 
It requires every professional money 
lender to take out a license and keep a 
record of each loan made, with a state- 
ment of the rate of interest charged. 
Violation of the ordinance would be 
punishable -by fine of $500. 

A committee of three, headed by Aéd- 
derman Konetzky, was appointed to in- 
quire if the House of Detention »build- 
ing at 1226 Clark avenue is too danger- 
ous in case of fire or too unsanitary to 
be used for the six or eight months 
that will elapse before the new Chil- 
dren’s Building, near the city Jalil, will 
be completed.

In Mandate He Says Revolts In- 
dicated Population Opposed 
Abolition of Republic. 


TAKES BLAME ON SELF 


Reviews Election as Emperor 
and Declares Throne Was 
Forced on Him. 


WASHINGTON, March 25.—President 


“Yuan Shi Kai’s mandate renouncing hi3z 


acceptance of the title of Emperor of 
China and declaring China’s returr to 
to republican government has been made 
public ir part by the Chinese legation. 
In it Yuan says he consented to pro- 
posals for a monarchy after “irresisti- 
bie’ insistence by a convention of popu- 
lar representatives, but feeling that ac- 
ceptunce of the throne would violate his 
oath as President, never took any steps 
to put the monarchical program actu: 
ally into effect. 

The gist cf the mandate as cabled here 
and given out by the lexation follows: 

“Since the establishment of the repub- 
li: disturbances followed one after an- 
other and I was called upon to shoulder 
the burden of the State. Those having 
the welfare of the country at ‘eart 
unanimously declared that unless China 
adopted a constitutional monarchy she 
could never exist. Large numbers of the 
people then advocated the monarciical 
restoration. Prayers were addressed to 
me in most earnest terms by telegram 
and petitions. The acting Li Fa Yuan 
‘State Council) decided that the question 
about the form of the State should be 


“settled by a convention of citizen rep- 


resentatives. In consequence representa- 
tives of the provinces and special admin- 
istrative areas were elected and a con- 
vention was called: These. representa- 
tives of the convention unanimously de- 
cided in favor of a constitutional mon- 
archy and elected me Emperor. S3ince 
the sovereignty of the country was vest- 
ed in citizens and the decision was made 
by the entire body of representatives 
there was no room left to me for further 
discussion. 
Arguments Irresistible. 

“Nevertheless, [I was convinced that 
my sudden elevation to the throne would 
constitute a vio'ation of my oath, leav- 
Ing me unahie to explain myself. Ths 
ii Fa Yuan however, were firm and 
Stated that the oath of the chief execu- 
tive was based on his position and 
should be observed or discarded, accord- 
ing to the will of the people. Their ar- 
suments were so irresistible that there 
was no excuse for me to decline their 
offer. Using preparations as a pretext, 
J took no steps to carry out their pro- 
gram, actually. When the trouble in 
Yunnan and Kweichow arose, I issued 
# mandate jostponing the measure and 


_ forbidding the presentation of petitions 


praying for my enthronement. Then I 
nastened the convocation of the Li Fa 
Yuan in order to get various views, hop- 
ing to revert: to the original state of 
affairs Being a man of bitter experi- 
ences, I cared‘for nothing but the rulva- 
tion of my country. A section of the 
people, however, suspected me of har- 
boring a desire for great power anl 
privileges. Thus difference in thought 
has created an exceedingly dangcrous 
situation. 

“I have myself to blame, too, for mv 
lack: of virtue. Why should I tlame 
others? The people have been thrown 
into misery. The soldiers have been 
minede to bear hardships. Commerce has 
declined. Taking this condition inte 
corsfderation, I feel exceedingly sorry. 

Official Acceptance Canceled. 

“IT am still of the opinion that the 
designation petitions submitted through 
the acting '.1 Fa Yuan are unsuited to 


“the circumstances of the country. The 


official acceptance of the throne on 
Dec. 11 is hev-eby canceled and the des- 
ignation petitions are hereby returned, 
through the Stete Department; to the 
Tsan Cheng Yuan, acting as the Li Fa 
Yuan, to be forwarded to the petitioners 
for destruction. All preparations con- 
nected therewith are to cease forthwith. 

“Thus I hope to tmitats the example 
of the sincerity of ancients by shoulder- 
ing myself all the blame so that my 
action wil! fall in line with the spirit 
of humanity which is the expression 
of the will of heaven. Those who ad- 
vocated the monarchy were prompted 
by the desire to strengthen the founda- 
tion of the country but as their methods 
have proved unsultable their patriotism 
might harm the country. Those who 
opposed the monarchy have done so out 
of the desire to express their political 
views. It may be presumed that they 
would not go the e treme, thereby en- 
dangering the country. They should 
therefore listen to their conscience and 
give up their prejudices. 

“With one mind and purpose they 
should unite in the effort of saving the 
situation so that we may be spared the 
horror of internal strife. 

“In brief all the faults of the country 
are mine. Now that the acceptance of 
the throne has been canceled every 
man will_be responsible for his own 
action should he further disturb peace 
and give cause for pretext. I, the 
Président being charged with the duty 
of ruling the «country, cannot remain 
idie while the country is racing to per- 
dition. Let all our Generals, officials, 
soldiers and citizens all act according 
to his ideal.”

British Report the Capture of 
Lines of Enemy in 
East Africa. 


LONDON, March 25.—The British 
peditionary force campaigning against 
German East Africa is making further 
progress its aggressive operations, 
according to an official) statement.

I do not think there is great 
danger in our becoming involved in this 
war—but should we, I believe that 99 
per cent of our people would be under 
the folds of the stars and stripes.’’ 

Breckenridge Long, president of the 
Wilson Club, led members of the cluv 
and a band to the Exchange. The 
Young Men's Progressive Civic Asso- 
ciation, led by their president, Henry 
Giessenbier Jr., also attended in a body. 

Ned Cross, Francis’ negro porter for 
17 years at his office shook hands with 
his employer. ‘Lor,’ man, hedis been 
like a daddy to me, he has,” Cross said, 
when he reached the floor again. 

Francis was nominated for president of 
the Missouri Historical Soctety last night 
at the regular meeling of the society in 
the Jefferson Memorial. A reception *- 
him was held in the flag room of the 
memorial building, after the meeting 
of the historical society. 

In an address following his renomina- 
tion, Francis announced that the society 
had been fortunate in obtaining the 
promise of Speaker Champ Clark to he 
present for the celebration of the s>ni- 
centennial of the society in August, to 
make an address. Speaker Clark, Fran- 
cis said, is probably better qualitied 
than any other Missourian to spoak 
of the life of Thomas Jefferson. 

Francis, in speaking of the convention 
of 1884 in St. Louis, when he was nomi- 
nated for Mayor, said: “I never had 
much respect for office seekers until 
I was nominated for Mayor. After my 
election I became fascinated with poli- 
tics, and before my term as Mayor ex- 
pired I had become a candidate for Gov- 
érnor and was nominated. As you know, 
I was later elected. 

‘‘Mad I not been called to a foreign 
post I probably never would have known 
how much the people of St. Louis pro- 
fess to think of me.”’ 

At the meeting there were five former 
Mayors. They were, besides Francis, 
Cyrus P. Walbridge, Frederick H. 
Kreissmann, E. A. Noonan and Rolla 
Wells.

Bill to Force Money Lenders to Take

A bill to license money lenders who 
are not pawnbrokers or bankers, at $500 
a year, was introduced yesterday bj 
Alderman Reis.
